We strolled up the familiar broad, white marble stairs of the dear, old school. 
The steps were the same, but, alas, how changed the structure! On being directed 
by a student guide, we turned our steps to the mammoth new Assembly Hall, 
where we were to attend the sixteenth annual reunion of the glorious class of 1926. 

We were now in the front corridor here, there, everywhere were our 
former associates. To our complete surprise, Mr. Clifford Coons, Ph. D., Central’s 
principal, advanced to give us a jovial greeting. He came from a group of teachers 
intermingled with old friends.
